Io exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the Jammu and Kashmir

In a disturbed area " , any Magistrate or Police Officer not below the 
rank of Sub - Inssector or Head Constable in case of the Armed Branch of 
the Policc may , if he is of opinion that it is necessary sú to do for the main 
tenance of public order, after giving such due warning , as he may consider 
necessary, fire upon , or otlicrwise use force, even to the causing of death , 
against any person who is indulging in any act which may result in serius 
breach of public order or is acting in contravention of any law or order for 
the time being in force ,- proohibiting the assembly of five or more persons or 
the carrying of weapons or of things capable of being used as weapons or of 
fire arms, ammunition or explosive substances ,

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Reasons for the inactment 


The Guvernor s Rule was promulgated in January , 1990 . At that linie 
the militants / terrorists had posed a great challenge to the State administration . 
Various ineasures were taken to curb the militancy . Because of continued 
abetment and support from across the border to the militants it was felt that 
additional measures be taken to curb the militancy effectively and in a shor 
test possible time. In these circunstances the Jaminu and Kashmir Disturbed 
Arcas Avi, 1990 (Governor s Act No. XII of 1990 ) was enacted . The acting 
taken under the Aut have shown considerable improvement but the circuns 
tances and the conditions due to which the law was enacted continue to he 
the 2017 . 


2 . The said law is of it temporary nature in terms of sub -section ( 4 ) of 
section 92 of the Constitution of Jammu and Kashmir and shall remain in 
force only up to the 18th day of July , 1992. It is proposed to re -enact the 
said Governor s Act by a President s Act. The Bill seeks to give effect to the 
suid decision . 


3 . The President issued a Proclamation on the 18th July, 1990 under 
article 356 of the Constitution , in relation to the State of Jammu and Kashmir 
declaring inter aliu that the powers of the Legislature of the State shall be 
exercisable by or under the authority of Parliament. Parliament has , under 
article 357( 1 )(a ) of the Constitution , now conferred on the President, the 
powers of the Legislature of the State of Jammu and Kashmir to make the 
laws vide the Jammu and Kashmir State Legislature (Delegation of Powers ) 
Act, 1992 (21 of 1992 ). 


4 . La vicw of the urgency of the matter, it is not practicable to consult 
the Consultative Committee of Parliament on Jammu and Kashmir Legisla 
cion . This measure is accordingly being enacted without reference to the Con 
sultative Committee .
